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Hoover Predicts That Flour, 


Without Government Control, 


Will Soar to $20 Per Barrel 


With Control, Present Price 
Can Be Cut in Half and 
Producer Treated in Lib- 
eral Manner, He Asserts. 


HOOVER MAY BE NAMED 
U.S. FOOD CONTROLLER 


No Occasion for Food Pan- 
ic in This Country Nor Jus- 
tification for Outrageous 
Prices, He Declares. 


New York, May 10.—Herbert C. Hoo- 
ver, who tecently came from Europe 
to advise the government on food con- 
ditions in Europe, says that without 
control we may see flour at $20 a bar- 
rel before the year is over, but- that 
with control “the present price of flour 
can be reduced 40 to 50 per cent and 
at the same time the producer be treat- 
ed in a liberal manner.” 

Mr. Hoover thus outlined food condi- 
tions in a statement to the Asso- 
clated Press today: 

“There is absolutely no occasion for 
food panic in this country nor any 
justification for outrageous prices un- 
less the opposition of special inter- 
ests defeats the president in obtain- 
ing the necessary powers to control 
the nation’s food fully and adequately. 
America’s problem is not one of famine, 
for we have now and will have next 
year a large surplus. Our problem is, 
after the proper protection of our own 
people, to give to our allies the last 
ounce of surplus of which we are capa- 
ble. 

Reaxons for Foed Control. 

“Therefore the nation needs a food 
control for two purposes: To regulate 
prices and to increase the surplus. Aft- 
er providing for our normal consump- 
tion, we will have,together with Cana- 
da, a surplus for our allies equal to 


only 60 per cent of the food they re-, 


quire from us. If we take broad meas- 
ures of control, we can, with as little 
disturbance to economic machinery as

“For instance, I am assured that the 
American farmer did not realize $1.30 
per bushel for the 1916 wheat harvest,

hardship and dislocation of social and 
industrial life. 

Skunks in Every Trade. 

‘T have no hesitation in saying that, 
if the able, patriotic men representing 
the majority of each branch of the food 
trades were called in and clothed with 
the necessary powers to force the small 
minority of skunks that exist in every 
trade, one result would be that an equal- 
ly nutritious flour based on even $1.50 
wheat could be sold in New York for a 
good deal under $8 per barrel,and every 
trade would receive its legitimate prcf- 
it. Without control, we may see $320 
fiour before the year is out and a to- 
tal dislocation of wages and consequent 
dislocation of industry and living.

place sent in the alarm. 

L. C. Durden, who is timekeeper at 
the Atlantic plant, said that the night 
watchman told him that the wires at 
the Equipment company plant had been 
cut.

He enlisted 
in the aviation corps at San Diego last 
October, and is understood to have made 
a splendid record.

FOR FAVORITISM 


Fair Enrollment of Soldiers 
Assured by Terms of Con- 
| scription Measure’/— Pas- 
sage Within Few Days 
Expected.

Washington, May 10.—To dispose of 
any fear that ‘county and city registra- 
tion boards will exercise favoritism in 
enrolling soldiers under the selective 
draft act, Provost Marshal General 
Crowder issued a statement tonight de- 
claring such practices would be vir- 
tually impossible because of the ex- 
plicit terms in which the act is drawn. 
He warned registration officials that 
favoritism easily could be detected and 
would be punished with heavy penal- 
ties. 

“Every precaution,” said the state- 
ment, “will be taken to make it certain 
that the registration will be conducted 
with exact justice. 

“The law is specific and allows no 
latitude to the boards, either in the 
matter of registration or in the later 
matter of exemption from service. In 
fact, the law is self-executing’ Every 
man within the age limits fixed by the 
selective service act must register, and 
the penalty of the law for evasion of 
registration will fall, not only on the 
man who fails to appear, but on any 
member of a registration board who 
may be shown to. be in collusion with 
the person who attempds to escape his 
duty. 

Facts Must Re Attested. 

“Further than this, the registration 
boards will never act as exemption 
boards except in certain specified cases. 
such as where a young man who has 
registered shall claim to be employed 
in a federal, state or local office, and 
thereby does nct come within the ex- 
emption clauses of the statute. In case 
likg this the facts must be entered of- 
ficially and attested. 

“So far as the other reasons for ex- 
emptions under the law are concerned, 
exemptions for men engaged in pur- 
suits in which their work ig more va}- 
uable at home than in the service, the 
authority will lie with a board of high- 
er jurisdiction.

The long deadlock of the senate and 
house conferees on the selective draft 
military bill was broken today with 
agreement on a compromise measure 
under which a great war army would 
be raised by selective conscription of 
men from 21 to 30 years of age, inclu- 
sive. 

Authorization for recruiting Colonel 
Roosevelt’s proposed volunteer division 
for service in France, written into the 
bill by the senate and defended stub- 
bornly by the senate conferees, finally 
was thrown out on the insistence of 
committeemen representing the house. 
In return the house yielded to the 
senate’s proposal for prohibition at 
military posts. 

The conference report is expected to 
be given approval by both senate and 
house within a few days and within 
two weeks after the president has af- 
fixed his signature registration of those 
eligible for conscription will be under 
way throughout the country. Some 
states already have selected their reg- 
istration boards and the war depart- 
ment has erected a vast and intricate 
war machine for assigning and organiz- 
ing the conscripts. They will be as- 
sembled at training camps in Septem- 
ber. 

General Staff Pleased. 

The compromise bill is understood to 
be generally satisfactory to the ad- 
ministration and to the army general 
staff, on whose advice the original 
measure was framed. 

The most important change made in 
congress was in the age limits, fixed 
by the staff at 19 to 25 inclusive.

The ages named in 
the conference agreement are 21 and 
80, inclusive, making the draft ap- 
plicable to all male voters under 31 
years. 3 

Although there has been no direct au- 
thoritative expression from the white 
regarding the Roosevelt volun- 
proposal, administration opposi- 
tion to it has been inferred from the 
fact that no provision for volunteers 
Was centained in the bill as sent to 
congress from the war department. 
With the Roosevelt proposal the con- 
ferees also threw out a senate amend- 
ment under which three regiments of 
volunteers could have been enlisted for 
service on the Mexican border.

Exemptions From Draft. 


In addition, the president is author- 
ized to exclude or discharge from draft 
the following: County and municipal 
officers, custom house clerks, postal 
employees, workmen in navy yards or 
arsenals or armories, others in the fed- 
eral government’s employ whom the 
president may designate; pilots and 
mariners actually employed in _ sea 
service; “persons engaged in indus- 
tries, including agriculture, found to be 
necessary to the maintenarrte of the 
military establishment or the effec- 
tive operation of the military forces or 
the maintenance of national interest 
during the emergency;” those having 
persons dependent upon them for sup- 
port, and those found to be physically 
or morally deficient. 

The section relating to tribunals to 
hear pleas for exemptions provides that 
there be civil andenot military hearings. 
Tribunals are to be established in each 
county of each state, or in cities, one 
for each thirty thousand inhabitants. 
There are to be ¢hree ‘persons in each 
board appointed by the president. There 
will be an appeal tribunal in each fed- 
eral judicial district. The president 
would be the final court of appeal.

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FIRST 683 MEN 
TO REPORT TODAY 


Men for Officers’ Training 
Camp to Report Today, 
Tomorrow and Sunday. 
Training to Begin Tuesday. 


Today is the day for the reporting at 
the officers’ training camp at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, which opens on Tuesday, of 
the first contingent of 683 men, who 
have been selected from the 3,500 ap- 
plicants. The second group, also con- 
sisting of 683 men, will report tomor- 
row, and the third, consisting of the 
remaining number of 683 will report on 
Sunday. One hundred and fifty engi- 
neers and 300 national guardsmen will 
fill up the full quota of 2,500. 

The notifi¢ations were mailed so that 
all reached their destinations on Thurs- 
day, unless the successful appjicant hap- 
pened to be far enough away to warrant 
a further time limit in delivery. Those 
who have been rejected will receive 
each a letter from Captain Corbin, in 
which he will explain why the appli- 
cant was rejected. 

On Thursday Captain Corbin stated 
that many of those who were being 
rejected were being rejected because 
of something that could be remedied, 
and that when the second camp begins 
either in August or September thas they 
would have another chance to get in 
training. 

After the men come to camp, they 
will be inoculated against smallpox and 
typhoid by an army surgeon. The men 
are advised by Captain Corbin not to 
report before 8 o’clock in the morning, 
and he suggests that they report some- 
where between 8 and 9 o'clock. 
entering the camp are requested not to 
bring trunks, but only hand baggage. 
They are expected to supply themselves 
with sufficient towels, underwear and 
toilet articles. Their uniforms com- 
plete will be furnished them. The men 
in camp will be divided into fifteen 
companies with an equal division of 
those classes as “A,” “B” and ‘C,’”’ 

The training will begin on Tuesday 
morning. The men will be drilled and 
schooled in regular army discipline and 
regulations, They will also be in- 
structed in sanitation, how to prevent 
sickness, how to care for troops, how 
to look after food and water, and how 
to handle the sick and wounded.

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PYELORAMA FUND 
MAY G0 TO COURT 


Ex-Councilman Freeman 
Charges Failure to Abide 
by Charter Amendment, 
and Threatens Mandamus 
Proceedings. 


Planning to enforce the provision of 
the city charter as amended in 1915 to 
provide for the setting aside of a fund 
of $10,000 each year from the general 
fund of the city for the erection of an 
adequate building in which to house the 
eyclorama of the battle of Atlanta, at 
(Jrant park, ex-Councilman George P. 
Freeman announced Thursday that he 
was preparing to issue a mandamus 
against the mayor, city council and 
finance committee of council to force 
them to show cause why the law had 
mot been observed. 

Mr. Freeman, while a member of 
council in 1915, succeeded in securing 
the passage of a charter amendment in 
the legislature providing for this fund. 
Although this became effective in 1916, 
according to the ex-councilman, noth- 
ing has been done to comply with the 
law, he says. 

“It ig a shame to allow one of the 
ehief assets of Atlanta to rot in its 
present surroundings,” declared Mr. 
Freeman. “That law has not been re- 
spected by council, and | am taking 
ateps to find out why. I now have the 
matter in the hands of my lawyers, and 
we intend issuing the mandamus within 
the next few days.” 

Mr. Freeman declared that the cyclo- 
rama was one of Atlanta’s two assets. 
The other he declared to be the water- 
works. 

“Everything else owned by the city is 
a liability, as every one knows,” he de- 
clared, “and I'm going to see why it 18 
that council does not take proper care 
of this picture.’ ' 

The amendment provided that the 
fund named be set aside and also that 
the receipts at the cyclorama be used 
for the same purpose. Since the pro- 
vision was passed funds equalling 
nearly $28,000 have become due for the 
purpose-—-but nothing has been done to 
abide by the provision of the city char- 
ter, he says.

Dr. T. W. Whitley Says 

That, This Is Proper Time 
Authori- 
ties to Improve Military 
Highway From Army Post 
to Rifle Range.

“If the government wants to put the 
interned Germans to work on something 
which will result in permanent good, it 
would be a good idea to start them at 
once on the military highway from 
Fort McPherson to the government rifle 
range at Waco, Ga.,” said Dr. T. W. 
Whitley, of Douglasville, a director of 
the Bankhead Highway association, who 
was in Atlanta Thursday on business. 

‘This road has already been surveyed, 
and from the fort to the river is in 
good condition. On the other side of 
the river the road is completed, with 
the exception of some eight miles that 
would have to be built. 

“This road government property 
and connects two large tracts of land 
owned bv the government. Fort Mc- 
Pherson is on one end of the road and 
the rifle range at Waco is on the other 
end. 

“Recently newspapers carried a news 
story that aliens would be interned in 
North Carolina and put to work on the 
roads there and on government farms. 
These men are to be paid wages. If 
the Germans are to be worked by 
Uncle Sam in North Carolina, then it 
would be only just and fair that they 
i! be put to work also in Georgia. 

“For many years the military high- 
way in Georgia connecting Fort Mc- 
Pherson and Waco has been ‘hanging 
fire’ for lack of appropriations to com- 
plete the work. Congressman Livineg- 
ston many years ago led a fight for an 
appropriation to complete this high- 
way. Since then Congressman Adam- 
s0n has also been working for an ap- 
propriastion. 

“Now there is an opportunity to com- 
plete the work without an appropria- 
tion. The government will find the 
counties through which the highway 
runs more than ready to aid them by 
furnishing the necessary road machin- 
ery. The Germans must be worked 
somewhere, and there will be no addi- 
tional expense in working them on the 
roads, and the government has mules 
enough now doing nothing to work the 
roads. 

“From -Fort McPherson to the rifle 
range at Waco is some 50 miles. The 
road from the fort to the river, through 
Fulton county, is in excellent shape. 
From Lithia Springs to Temple and on 
to Waco, part of the Bankhead highway, 
the*road is also in good condition. That 
part between the river and _ Lithia 
Springs needs immediate attention. 
Kvight miles here muat be built in order 
to eliminate several bad grades.”’ 

Dr. Whitley is enthused over the pos- 
sibility of the government completing 
this highway and will lead an active 
fight to have the work begin imme- 
diately.

WILL HELP RELIEVE 


SHORTAGE IN CANS 


U.S. Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce Prom- 
ises Assistance to Market 
Bureau of Georgia. 


oe 


The United States bureau of foreign 
and domestic commerce has agreed to 
undertake to aid in relieving the can 
shortage in Georgia by making tins 
available upon guarantee that ¢he cans 
thus furnished will be used for canning 
perishable products only. 

The bureau of commerce made this 
promise by wire to the market bureau 
of the Georgia department of agricul- 
ture, in response to a telegram for aid 
in supplying cans for the Georgia Farm 
Products company, of Albany, Ga., 
which had applied to the state market 
bureau for assistance in obtaining 200,- 
000 cans. Representatives of this con- 
cern are now on their way to Washing- 
ton to confer with the bureau of com- 
merce. 

In addition to this there are ten car- 
loads of cans available from Baltimore 
at a price above the market. 

It is understood that the bureau of 
commerce has made requests upon at 
least one and perhaps more large can 
manufacturing concerns for cans to | 
supply the canning club demands. A 
representative of this concern’ stated 
Thursday that his company will re- 
gard this as a government order and 
will conserve its supply of cans accord- 
ingly. 

Hard to Get Cans. 

For Georgia canners to buy cans di- 
rect from the American Can company, 
or other big manufacturing concerns 
now seems an impossibility, though 
there is prospect of partial relief at 
the end of several weeks. A represen- 
tative of the American Can company 
stated Thursday that his company will 
pursue the policy of supplying first its 
contract customers, then its old cus- 
tomers who have no contracts, after 
which new customers will be taken 
care of. He anticipates that it will 
be two weeks before his company can 
give any definite idea as to the num- 
ber of cans it may have for general dis- 
tribution. 

The state market bureau, however, 
succeeded in obtaining an offer of ten 
carloads of cans Thursday at a figure 
considerably above the price hereto- 
fore. quoted by any concerns. It is 
true, however, that other concerns 
which have quoted lower prices are not 
in position to deliver cans. 

This offer came from E.'‘F. Kirwan 
& Co., of Baltimore, Md., quoting 3- 
pound cans, bulk, f. o. b. Baltimore, 
$47.50 per car; 2-pound cans, $30. Caps 
are quoted at $2.10 per thousand addi- 
tional. 

The prices quoted by the American 
Can company and other concerns which 
are unable to deliver, are: 

Three-pound cans, $33.25: 
cans, $24.

public safety committee, the question 
of whether or not this committee should 
take over any or al] of «he cans offered, 
but Mr. Cooper thought the price was 
too high. 

The market bureau was apprised of 
the Baltimore concern’s being in posi- 
tion to furnish cans through Loring 
Brown, whose article upon canning, 
in which he stated that there are cans 
available, appeared recently in an Ak- 
lanta newspaper. 

The state market bureau appealed to 
the federal bureau of commerce after 
the American Can.company had de- 
clined to accept an order from the mar- 
ket bureau for the Albany people and 
others in Georgia who had called upon 
the market bureau for assistance. The 
order was refused by the American 
Can company on the ground that it is 
filling orders first for contract and old 
customers. Mr. Jackson has raised the 
question as to whether or not this rep- 
resents a fadr distribution of the supply 
of cans. 

It is estimated that Georgia 
need some 3,000,000 cans this year.
